The strong showing made by the 
shippers is supposed to have lead the various railroad com- 
panies to postpone from time to time the date upon which 
it was to become effective. 

The principal objection against the bill was that by its 
terms wherever common law liability was assumed by the 
carriers a charge of 20 per cent. of the published rate was 
to be made, but that where limited liability service was 
given the present schedule of rates would apply. Ship- 
pers contended that in effect there was no difference be- 
tween common law and limited liability service, and that 
common law liability in itself was a limited liability. 
This statement was not successfully controverted by the 
railroad interests. 

The withdrawal of the obnoxious uniform bill of lading

Average Business in New York— Holyoke Shows Gain— 
Philadelphia Steady—Boston Busy—Changes in 
Chicago—Fair Trade in Miami Valicy. 








The unfavorable weather of the early part of the week 
had a depressing effect on the jobbing business in the New 
York market. Despite the severe rain storm there was a 
fair volume of trade in the various grades of paper. The 
tone of the market, however, continues somewhat quiet, 
still the movement of goods is at least up to the average 
for the season. The fact that buyers are not anticipating 
their wants, no doubt, contributes to the quiet feeling that 
pervades the market. In the jobbing trade business is 
fairly good, but is by no means active. Owing to the re- 
vival of general business the consumption of manilas is at 
this time larger than it has been so far this spring. Book 
and writings are also going well, although large orders 
among the jobbing houses are scarce. News paper is 
weaker than the other grades, owing to the present large 
production of the mills. In news all kinds of quotations 
are reported. Low prices are also quoted for side runs of 
news. On the latter about 2 cents delivered represents the 
minimum price. In the lower grades of wrappings the 
market is said to be somewhat weak. The quotations on 
the better grades of manilas are unchanged. Tissues are 
about holding their own, notwithstanding the competition 
of a few of the new mills. In regard to the mill situation 
this week it can be said that the thaw, rain and floods have 
all conspired to strengthen the position of the manufactur- 
ers. The enforced shutdown of a number of the mills and 
the curtailment of production by others have helped to off- 
set any weakness in the market due to the withholding of 
orders by the consumers. Quotations on the various grades 
remain practically the same as they were last week. Large 
desirable orders in news, book and manilas naturally com- 
mand some concessions from the manufacturers. The dis- 
turbance at the mills this week because of high water has 
stiffened quotations. In box boards there has been no 
change during the past week.

liam L. Simmons; executive board, the officers above and 
evan G. Badger and Frank Bicking. The president there- 
upon appointed the following as a committee on constitu- 
tion and bylaws: Josiah Linton, chairman; Edward Hem- 
ingway and Daniel I. Murphy. 

It was the sense of the meeting that the constitution and 
bylaws of the New York association be taken as the guide 
in the work of the committee. The request was also made 
that it be as expeditious as possible in its work and that 
the entire association would adjourn to meet as soon as a 
report could be had from the committee. 

Though the basis of organization is purely social and 
for mutual benefit, there are a number of questions on 
which it is believed the association can take early action 
for common good. The position of the fifteen gentlemen 
present, representing the twenty firms who signed the 
agreement to organize, was made clear that they do not 
combine for any purpose of antagonizing paper manufac- 
turers whom they supply. They have no grievance and it 
is their purpose to co-operate with the mill men for mutual 
good, But the question of credits was one suggested as 
proper for association action, and another of equal im- 
portance was the adoption of a uniform system of grading 
stock. There exist now various standards for No. 1 soft 
white, &., and it is hoped to adopt a schedule to which 
all will adhere.

Reorganization of Kinnard Manufacturing Company.

Dayton, Ohio, March 20, 1905.—A deal has practically 
heen completed whereby the Kinnard Manufacturing Com- 
pany, manufacturer of paper boxes, oyster pails and paper 
novelties, was reorganized, the plan including the incor- 
poration of a company under the laws of this State with a 
capita! of $500,000, $300,000 in common stock and $200,000 
in preferred stock. The deal was handled by W. R. Todd 
& Co., brokers and bankers, of .Cincinnati, the same firm 
which projected the sale and reorganization of the Brownell 
Company, boiler manufacturer and million dollar corpora- 
tion, which has proved such a big money maker. 

Terms were agreed upon the latter part of last week and 
the papers in the transfer are now being executed it is 
said. The Kinnard Company has been in existence for a 
number of years, and is one of the best known concerns in 
Dayton. Some time ago it was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and his reports to the court were most satisfactory 
to the firm, which is said to have had profits aggregating 
$50,000 during the past year. 

It is the intention to continue the management of Wm. 
Kinnard, who, it is understood, receives $20,000 cash and one- 
third of the common stock. He is the inventor of a num- 
ber of novelties and styles of boxes and holds patents on 
the same. 

The capitalists behind the deal are mostly Cincinnatians, 
who also negotiated for the purchase of the building in 
which the plant is located, paying therefor $75,000. This 
building was owned by E. J. Barney, of the Barney & 
Smith Car Company, and is a substantial brick structure 
located at Clinton and Bacon streets in the factory district.

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BLACK RIVER POWER ASSOCIATION 


Annual Meeting Held at Watertown—Committee Appointed 
to Measure Water for the Next Three Years 
—Water Storage System. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., March 21, 1905.—The Black 
River Power Association, which includes in its member- 
ship all power users in the Black River Valley, held its 
annual meeting in this city Friday morning. George 
W. Knowlton, of Knowlton Brothers and the St. Regis 
Paper Company, presided over the meeting; in which all 
the principal mills in the valley were represented. The 
secretary reported verbally on the work accomplished by 
the commissioners during the year past, and D. M 
Anderson reported on the dams, the condition of the 
watershed and further water supplies. 

A resolution was adopted appointing a committee of 
three to take measurements during the next three years 
of all waters that are used now or shall be used by the 
State for canal purposes that are or shall be directed 
away from the Black River Valley and of what water 
comes from the different streams feeding the river so that 
the data obtained can be placed on record. The com- 
mittee will consist of Hon. G. H. P. Gould, D. M. Ander- 
son and a third member to be appointed by the Inter- 
national Paper Company. 

Mr. Gould spoke of the possibility of taking other 
headwaters for canal feeders than those now used for 
that purpose. Several new dams were proposed, the 
principal dam to be on Beaver River at Beaver Lake 
On the suggestion of the water commissioners, the State 
let contracts last year for the repairing of the dams on 
the Fulton chain of lakes, one at the foot of Sixth Lake, 
the other at Old Forge. Owing to the lateness of the 
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awarding of the contracts the repairs are not yet com- 
pleted and must wait for warm weather. The associa- 
tion has built a coffer dam at Old Forge to hold back the 
customary amount of water -to help out during times of 
low water. In the meantime the repairs and construction 
of these two dams will go on. When the work on Ful- 
ton Chain and Beaver River shall be completed the com- 
missioners say they have all that can be asked for with 
the exception of intermediate dams which are now under 
consideration. A large share of the additional expenses 
will have to be borne by power owners along the river. 

It is estimated that an expenditure of at least $20,000 
by the association will complete the water storage system. 
The annual collection of two cents per horse power on 
wheels will be enforced from now on, as the secretary 
has been instructed to make and collect the assessment 
to provide for the current and extraordinary expenses. 

The annual trip of the association to the headwaters 
of the Black River was discussed at length, the secretary 
finally being instructed to ascertain how many members 
will go Tuesday, June 27, next. 

Officers were elected as follows: G. W. Knowlton, 
Watertown, president; F. P. Rhines, Watertown, first vice 
president; F. E. Robinson, Carthage, second vice presi- 
dent; George C. Hazelton, Black River, third vice 
president; Fred W. Babcock, Watertown, secretary and 
treasurer. The board of directors will be constituted 
as in the past, viz.: C. R. Remington, F. W. Babcock, 
D. M. Anderson and J. P. Lewis, the State commissioners 
of water power on Black River, and Geo. W. Knowlton, 
president of the association. B.

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THE BLEACHING OF WOOD PULP. 


The Use of Residual Liquors—Their Composition—Experi- 
ments With Ordinary Water and With 
Residual Liquors. 


By R. W. Srnpaut, F. C. S., ano F. HeckForp. 

In considering the factors which determine the consump- 
tion of bleach, and the color of the ultimate product, we 
must not overlook the influence of the products of the 
bleaching. which for the most part are in a soluble form 
mixed with the pulp. It is now generally recognized that 
the use of back liquors from the bleaching of fibre is not 
only of no value, but that in most cases it is positively de- 
trimental. 

Perhaps the idea of back liquors containing any available 
chlorine arose from the too frequent use of the Twaddell 
hydrometer, in conjunction with the occasional application 
of a specially prepared solution of starch paste and potas- 
sium iodide. 

The latter gave a decided blue color with traces of 
bleach, and then since the hydrometer might indi- 
cate one or two degrees Twaddell, the assumption of a val- 
uahle back liquor was inevitable. The limits of usefulness 
of the hydrometer as an indicator of chemical strength, as 
contrasted with mere density, are now well known, so that 
a better conception of the real condition of the back liquors 
has~arisen eG : 

The only circumstances under which residual liquors 
could be used with any advantage occur in mills where 
water is scarce or expensive. In such cases the pulp from 
boiling operations might be washed with the residues, not 
so much for the purpose of using any traces of bleach 
that might remain, but more with a view of economizing 
washing waters. 

Now these conditions do not happen with wood pulp, 
which is supposed to be a well washed material when sup- 
plied to the mill, but so far as the possibility of economy by 
using back liquor is concerned the principles involved are 
of a similar character. 

CoMPOSITION OF REsIDUAL Liquors 

The liquors left after the bleaching of wood pulp are of 
a complex composition. They contain soluble organic 
compounds, resinous matters, lime salts and oxidized hypo-

Now these compounds in solution in residual liquors are 
very unstable, and react easily with the hypochlorite of 
fresh bleaching powder, so that the employment of wash- 
ings in conjunction with raw bleach solution must result 
in a greater consumption of powder per ton of air dry 
pulp. 

Temperley has shown this by some interesting experi- 
ments made in 1go1, and we quote these as illustrating an 
important factor in economical bleaching. Definite quanti- 
ties of bleach solution were added to known volumes of 
ordinary water. and similarly to equal volumes of a care- 
fully filtered residual liquor from the bleaching of a sul- 
phite pulp. The solutions were tested for a period of four 
hours at different temperatures, the results being very dif- 
ferent in character.

The same defect is found to a lesser degree in the use o 
unfiltered water, or water colored by vegetable matter i: 
solution. 

Some interesting experiments can be readily carried ou 
to ascertain the precise influence of soluble constituents i: 
wood pulp. We have already given instances showing tha 
for some pulps the removal of such constituents by washing 
with water tends to shorten the time of bleaching and t 
improve the final color. By using the washing waters s: 
obtained for breaking down small experimental quantities 
of pulp in further trials, the retarding influence of th 
soluble constituents can be accurately determined.

Plenty of Water in Northern New York.

This mill has a contract for the supply 
of the paper required by the London Daily Mail.

Some publishers of papers have cliarged that they were 
“oppressed” by the so called “paper trust,” and it is barely 
possible that the action of the publishers named may be 
due to a conviction on their part that the charges made 
were founded in fact. It will be interesting to watch the 
further progress of the various enterprises referred to, and 
also to note to what extent these publishers participate in 
the active control of the companies or as consumers of 


their product. 


The Association Idea. 


‘The idea of the members of the various departments of 
the paper and paper stock trade getting together in organi- 
zations is growing steadily. She manufacturers, or a small 
percentage of them, are included in the American Paper 
and Pulp Association, and the membership roll of that 
body should include at least one representative of every 
mill in the country. Following the example set by the 
manufacturers, the dealers began to get together, and it 
must be said that they have beaten the manufacturers very 
handsomely, not only in the numerical strength of their 
associations but also in the quantity and quality of work 
that has been and is being done. The dealers now not only 
have a national association, but locals in New York, Balti- 
more, Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago. 

The paper stock men have also fallen in line. The New 
York men have a live organization and have taken up the 
discussion and determination of some important matters, 
the results of which will be of substantial benefit both to 
stock men and paper manufacturers. The Philadelphia 
stock men this week formed a iocal association and as 
soon as it is in working order it will undoubtedly work 
along the same lines as the New York association. 

There is yet room for more missionary work in the way 
of organization and we trust that it will be done promptly 
and enthusiastically. 


New York Forests, 

The question of the reappointment of Forest, Game and 
Fish Commissioner Middleton and Game Protector Pond, 
which is now before Governor Higgins of New York, has 
been made a very live topic by the action of the Associa- 
tion for the Protection of the Adirondacks, of which Judge 
Henry E. Howland is president. The trustees of the asso- 
ciation protest against the reappointment of these officials, 
setting forth reasons for such protest as follows: 

1. Because of their acquiescence in criminal violations 
of the law. 

2. Because of their neglect or refusal to insist upon the 
imposition of an adequate penalty for these criminal viola- 
tions. 

3. Because of their neglect to prevent the removal of 
timber which is the property of the State from the State 
lands. 

The association charges that there has been extensive 
stealing of timber from the Adirondack preserve, from 
which the constitution provides that no timber shall be 
removed, and that such violations of law have been “done 
with the certain knowledge, if not the attive co-operation, 
of officials of the State charged with protecting the for- 
ests.” The association also charges that such cutting and 
removal of timber was done by contractors representing 
certain lumber and pulp companies. Middleton 
and Pond have explained the informal charges to the Gov- 


Messrs. 


ernor, who is reported as saying that he does not consider 


that anything directly discreditable to them has yet been 
shown. 

It the association really desires to substantiate the alle- 
gations made there is open to it a very ready way of reach- 
ing that result irrespective of what Governor Higgins’ 
action may be or whether he appoints or declines to ap- 
point the officials named. 

If there have been violations of law the violators should 
be punished. That goes without saying; but far beyond 
that is the question in which the Adirondack Association 
is interested, and that is the preservation of the Adiron- 
dacks themselves. It is generally admitted by those who 
are competent to form opinions that the policy of New 
York State in regard to its forests is not that which should 
obtain. It is a mistake to simply abandon the forests and 
allow them to run wild, leaving them as the ready prey of 
fires caused by the carelessness of campers and railroad 
companies. Rather should they be placed in charge of 
those upon whom by law should rest the obligation of treat- 
ing them by scientific forestry methods and obtaining from 
them the greatest benefits that they are capable of beStow- 
ing. It is time that the wrong that has already been done 
should be rectified. 


Low Water and Pulp. 

Reports from Scandinavia indicate that water conditions 
have not improved. Not only have the pulp mills been 
crippled, but paper mills have been similarly affected. Even 
those paper mills which have their own pulp plants have 
been unable to produce enough raw material for their own 
requirements, and have been forced to go into the open 
market to obtain their supplies of pulp. In other words, 
Norway and Sweden may be at present regarded as buyers 
rather than as sellers of pulp. 

In this country we have been likewise hampered and 
hindered by drought, so that pulp grinders have been 
obliged to curtail or wholly suspend operations, while paper 
mills have been compelled to call into operation their steam 
plants. Conditions, however, have now changed for the 
better and in most localities streams are full enough to 
furnish all the power needed. In fact, during the last few 
days there has been a fear of freshets and the wise men 
of the trade have taken precautions to guard against losses 
due to an excess of water. Makers of ground wood here 
have been increasing their plants, in the hope of being able 
to get a portion of the business that has been going to 
Canada, and to enable them to pile up a larger surplus of 
pulp at periods when the supply of water is ample, so that 
in time of low water they can meet the demand from their 
paper plants, or, if they have no paper departments, be the 
better prepared to meet the call from those who have. Our 
consumption of ground wood is enormous and a study of 
the import figures for the last year demonstrates that our 
needs in the pulp line are steadily growing. We have long 
been a buyer of pulp, and though we have cut off to a 
large degree our export of pulp we have not been able to 
satisfy the demand in the home market.

Francis C. TRAVERS. 

Francis C. Travers died on March 18 at his home, No. 
59 West Seventy-fourth street, New York. He was born 
in that city in 1845 and was educated at a Canadian col- 
lege. He was the president of the Travers Brothers Com- 
pany, manufacturer and dealer in cordage and twines, 
and formerly was vice president of the Merchants Trust 
Company. Mr. Travers was a leading member of the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, and it was through his efforts 
that President Roosevelt agreed to be a guest of the so- 
ciety on St. Patrick’s Day. He was also a member of the 
Catholic Club, of the Society of the Genesee, and the Irish 
Historical League, and a trustee of St. Joseph’s Day 
Nursery. When President Roosevelt learned of the death 
he sent a telegram of condolence to Mrs. Travers, telling 
her that he had lost a good friend when her husband died. 

Mr. Travers was one of a little band of useful citizens 
who have been making efforts to hold up, especially to the 
Catholic youth of the city, the young men of their own 
circles, a higher ideal of civic life than is provided for 
them by the average of their political and business leaders. 
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THE SCANDINAVIAN DROUGHT. 


Paper Mills as Well as Pulp Mills Suffering—Paper Mills 
Unable to Operate Their Own Grinders Are 
Buyers in Open Market, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonpon, March 9, 1905.—Not only pulp mills in Scandi- 
navia but paper mills also are suffering from the-effects of 
the water scarcity. Latest information to hand states that 
the Drammenselvens Paper Works are now being shut 
down, and wil! remain closed until the water conditions 
have improved. This company has also a pulp mill, and 
usually makes all the mechanical pulp required for its 
paper manufacture, but the pulp mill has now for a long 
time been running with a minimum production only, so 
that the paper mill could only be kept going by the help 
of bought pulp; but the water has now sunk so low that 
there is not sufficient power available even for the paper 
mill alone. Such a state of things has never before been 
known in the history of this company, which is now thirty 
years old. 

Other Scandinavian paper mills, which usually make all 
the pulp they require themselves, and have a surplus to 
dispose of into the bargain, are now in a like case, being 
obliged to buy pulp in large quantities in order to keep 
their paper mills running, among these being, for instance, 
the well known Union Company and Randsfjord Paper 
Mills, while of those mills which have had to stop altogether 
may be mentioned the Résholms and the Boéhnsdalens 
paper mills. 

Under ordinary circumstances the Scandinavian mills 
should get sufficient water again by the end of April, but 
the water level is now so much lower than usual that ex- 
ceptionally heavy downpours will be needed to do away 
with the fears now entertained of the scarcity of water, and 
consequent difficulties continuing right through the sum- 
mer. 

According to Farmand (Norway), of March 4, “in the 
Drammen River district there are at present only one 
grinder at Viul and at Kistefos and two grinders at Hel- 
lefos mill; in the Skien district some of the mills have 20 
per cent. of ordinary water, others are standing idle. The 
Mags mills are stopped; at Fredrikshald the Sagbrugs- 
forening has about one-fourth of ordinary power; the 
Wermland mills are badly off; altogether the production is 
reduced to a minimum, and prospects are very gloomy for 
the summer. A little*snow fell in the beginning of the 
week, but it is nearly all gone again, and in the highlands 
the mountains are bare of snow.” BRITON.

REMINISCENCES OF A PAPER MAKER 


A Scheme to Eliminate “Breaks ’—The Details of the De- 
vice Adopted—It Worked Successfully, to the 
Delight of the Inventor. 








I cannot say that I ever complimented myself greatly on 
my success as a superintendent in my first attempt at man- 
aging a paper mill. There were too many partial failures 
in my undertakings for that; however, as time 
passed on and a more orderly system of procedure took 
the place of the old style hit or miss method, the amount 
of difference in favor of expense over profit grew grad- 
ually less. and at the expiration of my second year the 
balance on the profit side of the ledger was very gratify- 
Lig. In view of the fact that for years before the mill had 
been operated at a loss, it may be imagined that I felt cor- 
respondingly elated, although the many hard knocks which 
I had received in the past two years served to prevent my 
head from assuming undue proportions. 

It may be that the state of the paper trade was more 
responsible for the condition of affairs than my manage- 
ment. Be that, however, as it may, the fact still remained, 
and that fact was the cause of my next move. 

A short time before my second year was out the owner 
of a paper mill in the West, whose younger days had been 
passed in the town in which this mill was located, paid the 
place of his birth an extended visit. 

Being paper makers, we naturally became quickly ac- 
quainted, and many and various were the subjects of our 


the first dryer, I would have the problem very nearly 
solved. 

The sketch (Figure 1) shows the arrangement of the 
wet part when completed. 

The couch roll A, suction boxes BB, felt whipper 
C and felt rolls on the first press felt were not inter- 
fered with, but were left in their original positions. New 
castings, D, were made for the first dryer, with projec- 
tions built high enough to admit of the frame E of 
the third press being set upon them. This press con- 
sisted of a 9 inch gun metal roll on the bottom and a 
9 inch hard rubber roll on the top. 

Mounted on the third press frame was a felt roll F, 
another G on the second press frame. two more H and I 
on the first press frame, and on the casting J was mounted 
the stretch roll, hand wheel, rod and screw. The object of 
these rolls was to take up the slack, as it was absolutely 
necessary to use the same length of felt on both top and 
bottom. 

A study of the sketch will show that the only change in 
the arrangement of the first felt was that it ran through 
both presses instead of only one. The second felt, how- 
ever, passed through both presses, thence around the top 
roll in the third press, around the felt rolls F, G and H, 
then around the stretch roll and felt roll I, and thence 
through the first press again. 

Next, the drive on the second press was changed so that 
the rolls revolved in the same direction as those in the 
first press instead of in the opposite direction, as formerly. 
The driving pulleys were changed for those of a wider 
face and a wider and heavier belt substituted.

World’s Fair Material. 


The Chicago House Wrecking Company, in special cata- 
logue No. 542. shows illustrations and gives thousands of 





discussions; sometimes pursued with considerable heat, as 
he was essentially a sttaw wrapping man, knowing nothing 
of any other kind, whereas I had never even seen a sheet 
of it sade. 

Near the close of his visit he made me the offer of the 
superintendency of his mill in the West, which offer I ac- 
cepted with alacrity. My reasons for doing so were two- 
fold. While the monetary consideration was of sufficient 
importance to be of interest to one in my financial condi- 
tion, it also gave me the opportunity to put into operation 
some radical ideas in the arrangement of the wet end of 
a cylinder machine, which ideas I had reason to believe 
would be of great advantage in the manufacture of a thin, 
light sheet of paper : 

At this time the market for straw wrapping was de- 
clining and the demand for a low grade of tissue was ex- 
cessive; therefore the owner of this mill was anxious to 
change. 

Upon my arrival I found a 76 inch machine, four 800 
pound beaters, a tub bleach with screw hoisting arrange- 
ment, all in good repair; in fact all the necessary ma- 
chinery for a straw wrapping plant, and good enough 
with some rearrangement to make the sheet that he 
wished 

A very short time sufficed to make all necessary plans, 
and as soon as the stuff in the chest was run out we 
shut down and made the change. 

The object of this chafge was to provide a means of 
leading the web through the first and second presses and 
it ‘aiitomatically to the first dryer. My idea 
was to so arrange the félts that all. the machine tender 
would have to do when starting up was to turn on the 
stuff at the stuff box, whence it would run through the

screw into the vat, through the presses, and first show up 
on a doctor placed on the first dryer. By so doing I fig 
ured that I would eliminate at least 90 per cent. of the 
breaks on the wet part, and could see no reason why there 
would be any increase on the dryers 

very paper maker knows by sad experience how the 
web will stick to a dirty felt; and it seemed to me that if 
I belted the presses so that they would both run the 
same way, ran both top and bottom® felts between the 


two sets of press rolls .so that the web would nat come 
in contact with a naked roll, put the dirty felt on top 
and ran it through a third press placed on the frame of 


‘The driving belt and pulley ou the first press was taken 
off, as were the yoke rods and levers; uo weight was used 
on the press, it being simply a huge pair of squeeze rolls 
The two felts drew them, helped out by a slip belt (not 
shown) from the driving shaft of the second press. 

Every paper maker knows that the more gradually the 
water is pressed out of the web the better the sheet will 
be; but as presses are generally run, the second press 
squeezes out but very little water, more than 75 per cent. 
being taken out on the first press. 

With this arrangement the suction box on the couch arm 
sucks out some of the water and mats the fibres somewhat, 
then the first press takes out more water and gives it a 
good initial pressure, although never enough to make the 
felt crush, no matter how old and worn it may be. This 
point is where the first great advantage comes in. In run- 
ning two separate presses enough weight must be applied 
to the levers to solidify the web to a point where it may 
be handled to advantage while leading it over the second 
press, and often this pressure is excessive and detrimental 
to the sheet. 

When the web reaches the second press most of the 
water is out; therefore there may be considerable weight 
placed on the levers and the sheet well felted without pos- 
sibility of harm. 

Upon reaching the third press the naked gun metal roll 
picks the web off the felt, and as it passes around it is 
scraped off by the doctor (not shown) which is held in 
place against the face of the roll by the weight K. When 
scraped off by this doctor the web falls by its own weight 
into the dryer felt and passes around the first dryer to the 
doctor placed on the top L, whence it is led across the ma- 
chine in the usual way. 

Do you imagine that I received any encouragement while 
| was making this change? Not one word. The men did 
as they were told and things were put together as I wished, 
but by the half expressed sneers and the muttered con 
versation the moment that my back was turned and which 
died away as soon as I returned I was made to see that 
no one took any stock in it whatever 

It was an anxious moment when the stuff was turned on, 
but as the stuff formed into paper and came over the felts 
exactly as I had anticipated and was led over the machine 
without a hitch, I really believe that no happier man lived 
in the United States. D.

day. Later this will be increased to 30 tons. The entire 
output will be used by Carthage mills in which Hon. 
J. A. Outterson is interested. E. B. Sterling, of this city, 
who was secretary and treasurer of the company, has re- 
signed, and Guy C. Jones, of Carthage, has been appointed 
to succeed him. B. 


Fort Miller Company Wins. 


Aupany, N. Y., March 20, 1905.—In the case of John 
C. Harris, appellant, against the Fort Miller Pulp and Pa- 
per Company, respondent, the judgment was unanimously 
affirmed, with costs. The opinion is by Judge Chester. 

The appeal was taken from a judgment in special term 
at Saratoga on February 4, 1904, before Justice Kellogg. 
The action was twice tried, the first trial being in January, 
1902, before the late Justice Russell, and resulting in a 
judgment requiring the defendant to modify its dam across 
the Hudson River so as to enable the plaintiff to draw one- 
half of the water flowing past its lands. The second trial 
resulted in a judgment dismissing the complaint, with costs.

The new pulp mill of the International 
Paper Company at Berlin, N. H., having 
been under construction since July, 1904, is 
now nearing completion and will probably 
be ready for business by the first week in 
April.

Mills. The injury which has led to the 
suit was suffered over two years ago.

In 
addition to the regular production of Manilas it is said that 
a few of the mills that have been running on News are now 
making Wrappings. Book papers are unchanged, except 
possibly on very large contracts. One of these that was 
taken last week was closed at a very low price. Notwith- 
standing this the quotations on the current business in 
Book have not changed. From all accounts the Book 
mills are fairly well supplied with orders. In Writings 
there is about an average volume of business being done. 
The demand for them is, however, not quite as active as it 
usually is at this season. Tissues are in good demand at 
about the list prices. In Coated papers the quotations con- 
tinue at a rather low level. The production of Box Boards 
is being sold, but at very low prices. Speaking generally it 
can be said that there is a fair movement of the various 
grades of paper, but that owing to the listlessness of the 
demand the market seems somewhat quiet.
